In the memorial forwarded to the Acting 
Governor by a majority of the Council,

Kawarau Palls Bridge. 



Tlie following riotiee of motion was giren 
by Mr Hallonstein in tlie Provincial Coun- 
cil shortly before the prorogation. Just 
previously a petition had been read, from 
residents in the Arrow district, praying 
that the construction of a bridge at Kawa- 
ran Piilla might be discontinued : — . 

" 1. That this Council is of opinion that 
from a — n — Arrow point of view the build- 
ing of a bridge over the Kawarau Falhs 
will be detrimental to the Arrow.

Glass Water-Piping. 

Glass-lined iron pipes are now being 
manufactured by a company in New York. 
In these pipes the water comes in contact 
with nothing hut glass, and, therefore, can- 
not become impregnated with any oxide; 
and, there being no oxidisation or- corro- 
sion, their parity and (luratiilit.y c.annot be 
questioned. The inner surface of the pi]>es 
being perfectly smooth, the friction is small, 
and the flow of water is greater, and can 
be carried oiit in houses with less pressure 
than through other pipes of the same dia- 
meter'. The lining between the iron pipe 
and the glass tube inside consists of plaster 
of Paris, a non conductor of heat ; this is 
intended to prevent the rvater from freez- 
ing in winter, ami to keep it cooler in sum- 
mer, thus preventing the [lipes from burst- 
ins:. The lining in the pipes is protected
